Tho comments upon tho Congressional 


salary bill present u striking illustration of 
tho difference between tho character and tho 
methods of tbe two partita. Tho Republican 
pnpora have condemned it without reserve.

V. Tbo question coming before tbe Su-

The IVe-vr Fire T«s»t Bill. 


The movement in favor of a mom strin- 


gent law against the aale of unsafe kerosaue 
ha* been almost simultaneous throughout 
the entire producing region, and to-day tho 
petition, signed by upward* of 5,000 names 
and accompanied with the new bill, -will bo 
token to llarriBburgh for presentation to tho 
Legislature. The petition originally called 
for re lined oil of 150 flro teat, but thiu haa 
been reduced by mutual consent to 120 tiro 
test. Even this figure is considered by com- 
petent judges ton degrees higher than nbeo. 
Iuto snfoty demands. 
To make insurance 


doubly sure, however, all branches of the 
trade are willing to increase the' present le 
gal standard from 110 to 115 degrees, which, 
practically speaking, it five degrees higher 
than is1 necessary 10 prevent accident, 
and it will not materially diminish tho illu" 
minuting proportios of tho oil. 


The object of this new bill is not so much 


to increase tho present lire-test of refined 
oil as to prevent its adulteration after leav- 
ing tho hands of the reiiner. The tempta- 
tion under the existing stato of things to 
mix with benzine ia very great. Benzine 
can bo purchased for a dollar und n hall 
per barrel, while safo kerosene is worth six 
to aevon dollars per barrel, and many of tho 
dealers mix tho two in equal proportions. 
Tho profits are largo but tbo consequences 
have proved most disastrous. In tho State 
of Pennsylvania alone, during 1872, we had 
almost sis many keroaeue uucidznta as there-

of burning fluids tukcu promiscuously from 
retail dealers throughout tho county, upon 
being tested were found to bo very fur under 
tho present legal fire tost of 110 degrceu, and 
souio of tlieui woro absolute spirit and 
altogether unsuitod to burn iu tho ordinary 
kerosene lamp.

As 
tho caso now .stands, we havo a largo sur- 
plus on hand and aro producing several 
thousand barrels por day more than the 
world requires. The market prico of our 
staple product ia therefore far below what 
it costs tho producer iu tbo aggregate, and 
tho entire Kegion suffers financially. It is 
to be hopod that this new bill will pass with- 
out opposition. It c;m injure no interest ex" 
oeptiug that of tho dishonest dealer, nnd 
will unquestionably bo productive of tho 
iiigheat benefit both fo tlio trade and to tho 
country nt largo.

WABHIXOTOM, March 7,1873. 


The universal and very pardonable ex- 


clamation to-day is: "Oh, why wasn't it 
this weather on Inauguration Day I'' Why 
not, indeed f For to-day i.s perfectly lovely, 
mild and balmy weather—just the sort of 
thing for Inauguration displays and balls, 
and if it had only been tho fourth of March 
to-day—but it ia of no use wishing now, 
when it is all over j BO I will go on to give 
you a short description of tho closing scenes 
of the Inauguration. 


The Carnival 011 Wednesday evening, in 


Inauguration Hall, though on a much lesser 
scale, than tho grand ball on tho Fourth, 
was, comparatively, more of a success. Up- 
wards of 2,000 people were preaeut, far the 
greater part arrayed in fantastic masks 
and costumes, and all seemed to enjoy them- 
selves to their heart's content. The evening 
was not so piercing cold us on the previous 
night, 
and 
tho 
vast room was com- 


fortable. The 
music 
waa the same as 


had been provided for Inauguration night, 
and tho supper was pretty much in tho same 
style, too, though, of course, leas elaborate. 
Tho carousal and mirth-making was kept up 
till quite a lato—or rather early—hour, and 
it was certainly one of tho gayoet assem- 
blages of tho khid of the season. 


Yesterday evening the Promenade Con- 


cert camo off; uud the tickets having been 
placed as low as fifty cents apiece (children 
half price), tho attendance was immense. 
The vast hall was thronged with ladies and 
gentlemen, promenading to tunes of favor- 
ite military airs and marches, and it ia esti- 
mated that not less thnn 8,000 promonnders 
woro present. An "exhibition drill" was 
thrown in, gratuitously, by one of our mili- 
tary organizations, for tho elation of those 
present. Tho universal verdict was that the 
concert wna a great success—so much so 
that it was decided to repeat it to-morrow 
(Saturday), when a promenade matinee will 
t)O given, which promises a good attend, 
aueo, especially by ladies and children. On

JAMESTOWN DOINGS. 


—The Board oi' Education have provided i 


for two more lectures at Jamestown this 
season.

—Tho Jamestown Demowut gives the fol- 


lowing description of the new Alpaca mill 
now under contract for construction at thiR 
city : 


The mill yard is laid out in a large square 


with auiplo room within tho enclosure for all 
the buildings and machinery, und the en- 
trance to which shall bo, for operatives 
through the time keeper's office, and for 
teams between thia and. the company office. 
At tho right, upon entering, is the front of 
the main factory, which extends along one 
aide ot tho square, -with, the engine houses 
standing at a right-angle to its rear, and 
forming another side of the square. Opposite 
the entrance ia the shed for the looms, and. 
this forms a third side of the square. The 
main mill is to be 124 feet long, including tbe 
hoist 
uud stair entrance, 54 feet wide 
nnd three stories high. In this building nro 
to bo carried forward all the processes of 
manufacture up to the weaving. On one 
cud, and in a sort of tower projection, a stnir 
winds about tho elevator, und at the other 
end are tho necessary closets. Tho -weaving 
requires a peculiar light, which must be 
thrown from above, for this purpose ashed 
is needed large enough to receive 120 looms, 
with u roof which shall be so constructed 
that each series of looms shall have its sepa- 
rate window above} and this must be so con- 
strue ted that thu heavy snows shall not form 
clouds impervious to light, weights which 
•hall be too much for the fragile support of 
glass, or ioo whoso thawing uo strength of 
material could resist. The solution of this 
problem is now engaging the attention of 
Colonel Hall. Thia shed is to be in length 
100 feet, by 58 feet in width. It will be con- 
structed on a model wholly new in this 
country, because adapted to an industry 
that is'uovel to us. The engine is to be _of 
fifty-borso power, and is placed to carry its 
motive force through tho building by an in- 
genious aystom of shafting which is intricate 
m ita very simplicity. The buildings are to 
be of brick and atone, made a» thoroughly 
fire-proof as possible, with ample flro 
escapes for the operatives, and with full 
apparatus for extinguishing firo on the

written by me to Rev. W. M. Tbayer, Secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts Temperance 
Alliance, under date August 16th, 1871.

As a proof of tho correctness of thp<nbovo 
estimate, it may bo stated that during tho 
last fiscal year tho receipts from retail 
liquor dealers, who paid $25 each for a 
license, amounted to $4,028,605, indicating 
that there were 161,144 retailers of liquors 
in the United States. If they sold liquors 
averaging $3,750 each, a very moderate esti- 
mate, the aggregate sale would amount to 
1604,^0,0001 


These figures are sufficiently 8tartling,and 
need no exaggeration. Six hundred mil- 
lions of dollars 1 The rain tin of lev/ persons 
can comprehend this vast aum, which is 
worao than -wasted every year. It would 
pay for 100,000,000 barrels ot flour.avoraging 
two and a half barrels for every mau.wowau 
aud child in tho country. This flour, if 
placed in wagons, ten ban-els in each, would 
require 10,000,000 of teams, which, allowing 
eijiht yards to each team, wovld extend 
45,455 miles—nearly twice around the earth. 
If this Bum were in one dollar notes, it 
would take n hundred pcmotia one year 
to count them. 
If spread ou the sur- 


face of the ground so that no space should 
be left between the notes, the area covered 
would lie 20,466 acres, forming a parallelo- 
gram of six by a little over live aud ouo- 
tourth miles, tho distance around it being 
more than 22J/4 miles. 
If your city were not ao fnr, I would glad- 
v go (on payment of mere expenses) and 
rive you a lecture or talk on "Tbo Drinking 
Habits of Europe." I was in most European 
cities, from Glasgow to St. Petersburg, last 
rear, and drank tho bad water of London, 
Paris, St. Petersburg, Moscow and Warsaw, 
without being flick, and drank no wine, re- 
fusing oven n prince, and drinking none in 
emperors' palaces.

ranged in lines across tho country as follows: 
12 lines east and west, stretching from ocean 
to ocean, averaging 3,000 miles each ; and 
12 lines north and south, commencing in 
the capitals of the northern tier of State*, 
deflecting so as to puss through the capitals 
of all tho other States, and terminating in 
the capitals of tho States along tho southern 
and southwestern border, averaging, say, 
700 miles, (some of tho lines would be much 
shorter,} there would be 232,100 teams left. 
Man these last teams with those men who 
arc engaged in the liquor business, nasiated 
by the chief advocates of the liquor traffic, 
in our legislatures and olsewlmro, and set 
them to distributing the flour to families 
which this pernicious traffic haa iinpover 
iahcd, then -would they indeed bo engaged 
in a benevolent work, some of them, per- 
haps, for the first time in their lives. 


To show that Mr. Young's figures, instead 


of being above the renl fuo+s, aro far below 
them, wo have only to consider that his 
computations arc "mada from reports ot 
domestic distilled spirits aud fermented 
liquors, and of imported wiues, spit-its and 
malt liquors, furnished to tho department. 
Take into account tho fact that many of 
those uro adulterated and their quantity 
greatly increased iu tho hands of doalorn. 
anil the aggregate amount greatly exceeds 
tho official reports. 


The number of retail doulera, too, ia much 


[n excess of tho number that pay license. 
Thousands are engaged in this business 
laudostinely, anil not, of course, included 
In. tho above number of 101,144. 


Add the value of time squandered in loaf, 


ing about hotola, restaurants, salooiia, club 
liouses, aud other places whci-o this "ubomi. 
nation that makoth desolate is set up," and 
the amount of actual cost to the country in 
dollars and coutc, to say nothing of the 
moral cfleots, will bo awolled to moro than 
a million of dollars. 


How stands the case In our own county? 


The amount received for licenses, which 
goes to the State treasury, is $2,934 73— 
sixty-five dollars less thun three thousand. 


Our poor taxea, or expenses on account of 


pauperism, by report of Commissioners, for 
tho past year, amounts to over $28,000. The 
oost to tho county on account of crime is 
not much less. 


Nine-tenths of these expenses may safely 


bo set dovra to the evil of intemperance. 


Every dollar, then, received for license, 


costs the county directly, by way of tax 
levied on the people, sixteen or seventeen 
dollars. In other words, for tho revenue re- 
ceived from licenses, tho people pay sixteen 
or seventeen hundred per cent, in taxes. 


Then estimate the amount actually paid 


out for intoxicating dtinks, aud it will 
readily be scon that tho people of Crawford 
county pay, in consequence of the liquor 
traffic, more than 10,000 per cent on the 
money received.
